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Threatened Revival Nipped in the Bud 


THREATENED revival 

/ of the old time 

‘ “Waterbury” cancella- 
e/ tions on registered 
mail has caused the 

Postoffice Department 

to issue another order regarding 
cancelling stamps on_ registered 
mail. Some time ago an order was 
issued requiring that the dated 
cancellation be applied to back of 
envelopes or parcels and that the 
stamps be cancelled with a smudge 
or dauber. This order was for the 
purpose of making the postal 
clerk look at the back of the par- 
cel or letter for date, and would 
thus cause them to see that the 
parcel or letter was_ properly 
closed or sealed and would help in 


noting any tampering with the 
mail that might occur from one 


point to another. The obligatory 
use of the smudge or dauber has 
brought to light numerous differ- 
ent cancellation marks from many 
different cities. Everything in 
conventional designs from a thumb 
print to bars, circles, ovals, grid- 
irons in circular, oval or square 
form and many other devices that 
show some semblance of definite 
shape and form. It has been not- 
ed that certain towns and cities, 
probably guided by the influence 
of some enthusiastic cancellation 
hounds have produced shapes and 
designs that begin to look like the 
famous Waterbury cancellations 
of earlier days. Certain marks 
used by some towns so clearly 
show the effort of the particular 
town to advertise the town, or 
some event of importance in con- 
nection with the town, that the 
Postoffice Department has issued 
an order that “The use of these 


unauthorized cancelling devices on 
registered mail should be imme- 
diately discontinued—” 

Collectors who have been fortu- 
nate enough to have secured any 
of these short lived modern 
“Waterburys” will have something 
to add to their collections that 
they may well class among the 
rare stamps of the day. 


Holiday Seals on Foreign Mail 


The Postoffice Department has 
called attention to the ruling re- 
garding the use of Red Cross 
Seals and other Christmas labels 
on mail to foreign countries. Such 
seals and labels must be placed 
on the back of envelopes or parcels 
and not on the address side with 
stamps. 


Ry, Magazine to Have Stamp Page 


The Norfolk & Western Railway 
issues a monthly magazine for 
circulation among the 30,000 em- 
ployees of the road. The Decem- 
ber number will carry a_ small 
reading notice in the way of a 
feeler to learn if there are enough 
of the Railway Boys interested in 
stamps, to make it desirable to run 
a stamp collectors page as a fea- 
ture of the magazine. 


Jean of Are in Armour

design of the new Joan of Are 
stamp of France, It is conceded 
by Henri Wallon, greatest living 
authority on the French heroine, 
that of all the existing statues and 
paintings of Joan, all are products 
of the artists imagination. About 


all that is known of Joan is that 
she was fair, fat and youthful. 
The competition for a design for 
the French stamp in honor of the 
Maid of Orleans specifies that Joan 
must be shown in full armour, 
What a whale of a hit the English 
could make with a commemorative 
for Lady Godiva.

The Canadian Government in- 
vites stamp collectors to prepare 
covers for these flights and to for- 
ward them by prepaid mail to the 
postmaster at the cities where 
they want them to enter the 
flights, with the request that they 
be held until the mail service com- 
mences. All covers must bear the 
necessary Canadian Postage at the 
Air Mail rate or if you have no 
Canadian postage stamps you can 
send a U. S. Postal Money Order 
payable to the postmaster at the 
city where your covers are sent 
and he _ will purchase postage 
stamps and place them on your 
covers for you. All covers from 
U. S. or Canada that arrive at 
the various starting points in time 
to connect with any of these flights 
will be included in the flights but 
will not bear the special cachets. 
Whether there will be any marks 
to indicate that such covers have 
been on these flights is not stated. 

All covers addressed to points 
beyond the terminus of these 
flights will be placed in the mail 
and will go forward to the addres- 
see in the ordinary way.

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Design of White Plains Stamp Declared 
Authentic by Expert 


Mayor Frederick C. McLaughlin, 
of White Plains, was the honored 
guest at a meeting of more than 
25 members of the Westchester 
County Chapter of the American 
Philatelic Society, Friday evening, 
November 16, at the City Club at 
White Plains, New York. 

In brief remarks, the Mayor, 
while frank to admit that he knew 
little about stamps, commended 
any hobby as a benefit to those 
who strive for supremacy, wheth- 
er it be golf or philately, 

The Mayor declared that he felt 
White Plains was honored by the 
Society in holding a meeting in 
the city. He also stated that a 
painting of the Battle of White 
Plains, by Edward Ward, the or- 
iginal of which was hanging in 
the room in which the club met, 


should be perpetuated in bronze 
for the walls of the new White 
Plains Postoffice. 

Dr. Jason Parker of White 


Plains, was host of the evening, 
while K. N. Woodward, head of 
the Society, presided and _ intro- 
duced Mayor McLaughlin. He al- 
so expressed appreciation at the 
record number present and spoke 
of the White Plains Battle paint- 
ing, stating that it was used as 
the theme of the commemorative 
stamp issued by the Government 
to commemorate that battle. 

After the Mayor’s talk Dr. 
Parker read a letter from Major 
Albert Draves, former professor 
of history at the United States 


Military Academy at West Point, 
which stated that the Ward paint- 
ing is absolutely correct in minute 
details, some of which were criti- 
cized when the commemorative 
stamp was issued. 

Vice-President Squires exhibited 
covers carried by the Graf Zep- 
pelin on her return trip to Ger- 
many, and explained that while 
these showed $1.50 in stamps on 
the letters and 53 cents on the 
postals, the United States Govern- 
ment profited only to the extent 
of five and three cents, respective- 
ly, the remainder going to Ger- 
man postal authorities. 

The first auction sale of stamps 
belonging to members was _ held 
and 57 lots brought more than $85. 

Collectors from Ardsley, Brew- 
ster, Chappaqua, Dobbs Ferry, 
Elmsford, Pleasantville, Scarsdale 
and Yonkers were present, in ad- 
dition to White Plains. 


The next meeting will be held 
at Mr. Woodward’s home in Chap- 
paqua on Saturday, Dec. 15.

Loss of Mail on Vestris 


Send your mail by Air, it’s much 
more safe. Acting Postmaster 
General W. Irving Glover states 
that there were 1,097 sacks of 
mail lost when the Vestris sank. 
This is more than the total of all 
air mail destroyed by fire during 
the ten years of air mail service. 
Probably some stamp collectors 
had mail aboard the Vestris and 
will be able to check up on same 
by the announcement of the Post- 
office Department which states 
that the mail loss due to the “sink- 
ing of the steamer Vestris, which 
sailed from New York for Barba- 
dos, Rio do Janeiro, Montevideo, 
and Buenos Aires, on the 10th of 
November, there were lost 161 
sacks of letters, including 3292 
registered articles, 659 sacks of 
prints, 85 sacks of parcel-post mail 
for Barbados containing 674 par- 
cels and 146 sacks of foreign 
closed transit mails. 





The above-mentioned mails for 
Barbados, Grenada, St. Vincent, 
British, French and Dutch Guiana, 
and South Brazil (except Santos, 
Bahia, Sergipe, Pernambuco, Para- 
hyba, and Natal) accumulated at 
New York after the 3rd instant; 
the mails for Argentine, Uruguay 
and Paraguay after the 7th in- 
stant; the mails for St. Lucia, St. 
Kitts, Nevis, Antigua, Montser- 
rat, Martinique, Guadeloupe, Do- 
minica, Trinidad, Venezuela, San- 
tos, Bahia, and Sergipe, Brazil, 
after the 8th instant; and for Per- 
nambuco, Parahyba, and Natal af- 
ter the 9th instant.
